Cleveland, May 20^Conlerences 


were still in progress earl ythis after- 
noon over arbitration proposals

proved

t-treet car strike, by the stae board of 
arbitration and by President Dupont 
of the Municipal Traction company. 


While the text of tbe proposal Is 


kept a seeiet pending, its final acept- 
ance or rejection by the union, it is 
understood that Dupo:it agrees to re- 
instate a large majority of the strik- 
ers and to arbitrate all other differ- 
ences. 


It is doubtful whether the union 


•vull accept the proposition. 
In 
the 


meantime Mayor Johnson and Police 
Chief Kohler are preparing to repress 
outbreaks, which are anticipated if 
the strikers do not accept arbitration 
by nightfall. 


Mayor Johnson issued two procla- 


mations today. In the first be stated 
that order would be maintained and 
if necessary he -would biing the police 
forcg up to 2500 men. In the second 
he offered rewards 
for information 


which .will lead to the arrest of car 
dynamiters, or other persons guilty of 
of violence.

The battle at Lakewood. with the 


hurrying of six automobile loads of 
policemen to the scene and their pur- 
suit of crowds of Lakewood'citizens, 
which ended in the arrest of five 
schoolboys, who were released in 
a 


half hour, precipitated a clash of au- 
thority and brought from 
President 


Dupor.t, of the Municipal, a significant 
retort. 


Mayor Bernard Miller of Lakewood, 


demanded the withdrawal of all city 
rpolieemen from his village, resenting 
their encroachment. He called upon 
President Dupont by telephone to 
meet this demand. 
Dupont, allied 


with Mayor Tom L. Johnson, who is 
treasurer of the Municipal, retorted: 


"The men are nor city policemen. 


They arc my private guards." 


But the policemen went, as well as 


the deputy sheriffs, and policing of 


- Lakewood has been left in Mayor Mil- 


ler's hands. He is acting as chief of 
police, his chief being ill. and insisted 
that he can preserve order. Immedi- 
ately after the rioting he

Politicians Reaped Rich Harvest In 


Wytheville, Says Citizen. 


It was almost twenty years ago that 


the town of Wytheville. Va.. first laid 
itself open to the designs of self seek- 
ing politicians through the erection of 
a public lighting plant. 
Since then 


the vicissitudes of the venture have 
been many, culminating in the sale of 
the plant for practically nothing. The 
story is best told iu the words of a 
leading citizen, who says: 


"The plant was installed in 1889 by 


the town of Wytheville at a cost of 
$12,000 and was operated by the town 
as a municipally managed institution 
until about 1893. While so managed 
it was operated at a loss, being subject- 
ed, as all municipally managed utili- 
ties are, to graft, political intrigue and 
unsystematic and inefficient attention. 
It became a public scandal it costli- 
ness and inefficiency by 1805, at which 
time it was leased and operated for 
several years •with a fair degree of suc- 
cess, the products sold at a fixed price 
per terms of rent which were about 
the same prices from consumers' stand- 
point as had been effective under mu- 
nicipal management. Under the later 
management the quality of service was 
first class — much better than under 
municipal management at the same 
prices—but the equipment was inade- 
quate for properly caring for the in- 
creased demand. 


"The apparent success of the lessees 


in operating a municipally owned 
plant was like flaunting the red flag 
in the face of local politicians, who 
could not forget the 'pickings' former- 
ly enjoyed by them under municipal 
control, and they persuaded the town 
authorities in 1902 to terminate the 
lease of the plant and sell it at §1,500. 
It was actually worth about $4,000. 


"The trouble about municipal own- 


ership in a small town like this is that 
the citizens are too busy attending to 
their individual affairs to avoid the 
possibility of the expenditure of, say, 
$1,500 by designing men in influencing 
'public opinion' to look the other way 
while a lot of grafters loot the town 
and recoup themselves with the differ- 
ence in value between what they can 
get while the municipal managers are 
looking the other way and the actual 
worth of the property."

first Strip Constructed In Wisconsin 
Under Direction rT U. S. Engineers. 
There has recently been completed 
n Rock county, Wis., the llrst strip of 
road built under the supervision of 
[Jnited States engineers since Wiscon- 
sin emerged from a territory into the 
dignity of statehood, says a Janesville 
~Wis.) correspondent of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. Incidentally it is the first 
model road to be constructed in Wis- 
consin on rural roads with proper ma- 
chinery on rules laid down by the 
government. This strip of road is 
:hree-quarters of a mile in length" and 
ies a half mile east of Clinton, in the 
xjwaship of that name. 


When the county board met last 


spring the towns of Clinton, Plymouth, 
Center, Fulton, Bradford, Beloit and 
Milton all appropriated sums ranging 
from |400 to §1,000 for the construe- 
:ion of good roads. According to the 
state law, the county board was of ne- 
cessity forced to appropriate 
from 


county funds an equal sum for each 
town equal to their appropriation. 


Just at this time Samuel C. Lancas- 


ter of the bureau of good roads at 
Washington spoke before the state 
legislature, and Mr. Hotchkiss, secre- 
tary of the state good roads move- 
ment, prevailed upon him to visit Rock 
co.unty as the only county in the state 
which had appropriations for the pur- 
pose. His visit resulted in the good 
roads bureau at Washington being pre- 
vailed upon to send a complete set of 
road building machinery and engineers 
to construct three-quarters of a mile 
of model road as an example for the 
rest of the county to follow. 


While the cost of the road rau over 


the §2,000 appropriated, this -was due 
to high pr'ces of material and long 
hauls and can be easily overcome in 
future roads. 


The road is built with a twelve foot 


crown or macadam center. The rock 
bed is eight inches deep, the stone be- 
ing crushe'1 from a thickness of four- 
teen to eight inches. The regular mac- 
adam process was used. A layer of 
coarse rock four inches thick was first 
laid, then a layer of thinner rock plac- 
ed in the cracks and rolled down taor-
